I v/ould,  however, 
like  to  see  an  acceleration  in  this  v/ork.  The 
provision  of  Bungalows  for  old  people  has 
proceeded  witii  the  couple  tion  of  ten  one-becroom 
type  units.  There  appears  to  be  a great  demand 
for  Bungalow  accommodation  not  only  from  the 
occupants  of  Slum  Clearance  property  but  also  from 
many  occupants  of  our  own  Coimcil  Houses.

I am  pleased  to  report  a larger  attendance  at  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  as  well  as  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  The  figures  of 
mothers  attending  the  Preparation  Classes  has  grown  stead i ly  and  it 
is  remarkable  how  the  demand  for  this  service  has  grown,  no  doubt 
due  to  the  favourable  publicity  given  from  time  to  time  in 
Women's  Magazines  and  Broadcasting.  This  work  has  been  accepted  by 
the  Hospitals  and  Specialists  who  often  refer  mothers  to  us.  It  is 
time  too  that  the  Fami ly  Doctor  realised  tne  value  to  his  practice 
of  the  benefits  his  patients  could  obtain  by  using  these  Classes. 

The  effect  on  the  young  mother  is  really  remarkable.  The  change 
which  takes  place  from  being  a very  frightened  person  not  knowing 
quite  what  is  going  to  happem  to  her  to  a confident  mother  has  to  be 
seen  to  be  appreciated.  It  is  remarkable  too  how  it  cuts  short  the 
period  of  labour. 
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During  the  year  the  tenancy  at  12,  West  Street,  was 
relinquished  and  the  County  Council  building  in  Park  Street  was 
suitably  adapted  as  a temporary  measure  to  deal  with  all  the 
Health  and  Welfare  Services  of  the  town.  Although  considerable 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  accommodation  and  we  are  able  to 
function  reasonably  well,  there  is  no  doubt  that  serious 
consideration  must  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  a more  permanent 
clinic  centre  at  the  Park  Lane  Site

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

The  year  has  been  dominated  by  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 
Scheme  but  nevertheless  Immunisation  against  the  other  diseases  has 
gone  on  much  as  usual.

Routine  sac^jles  were  taken  monthly  from  each 
of  the  town's  systems  of  supply  and  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Stafford,  for 
Bacteriological  examination.  The  reports  on 
sauries  submitted  showed  satisfactory  results. 

Disinfestation. 

D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  compounds  in  !Liquid  and 
powder  form  are  used  for  this  purpose,  and 
successful  results  have  been  obtained. 

The  houses  and  household  effects  of  new 
tenants  for  Council  houses  are  inspected  and 
where  necessary  disinfestation  is  undertaken  before 
removal.  For  this  and  other  reasons,  64  inspections 
have  been  carried  out  and  1 1 premises  treated. 
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Conversion  of  Pails  ^ etCo 

The  Council’ s resolution  to  make  a grant  of 
£5  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  of  pails  to 
water  closets  was  continued.  No  application  for 
grant  was  made. 

Offensive  Trades. 


One  premises  is  registered  for  tripe  boiling. 
No  nnmpi  aints  were  received  in  connection  with  the 
trade,  4 inspections  were  carried  out  during  the 
year. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection. 


Enquiries  have  been  made  into  32  cases  of 
infectious  disease.  Disinfection  of  premises 
following  these,  and  removals  and  deaths  of  T.B. 
cases,  has  been  carried  out  and  where  necessary 
infected  bedding  has  been  taken  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Macclesfield,  for  disinfection  by  steam. 

Infected  library  books  are  treated  with 
gaseous  fumigant  before  return  for  circulation. 

Caravans . 


55  visits  have  been  made  in  connection  vrith 
the  control  of  moveable  dwellings. 

Public  Mortuary. 

This  service  is  under  the  charge  of  the 
Department  and  during  the  year  there  were  16 
admissions . 


Housing  Act,  1937 


82  houses  were  inspected  under  tlrie  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Act,  and  304  re-visits  were  made  to 
houses  previously  inspected. 


23  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  were  demolished 
and  4 areas  cleared. 

6 Demolition  Orders  were  made,  4 Closing 
Orders  on  whole  houses,  and  one  Closing  Order  of 
part  of  a building*  5 individual  unfit  houses 
were  demolished . 

4 Clearance  Areas  coii5)rising  20  houses  were 
confirmed. 

2 Clearance  Ai^as,  comprising  a total  of  33 
houses  were  represented.  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  made  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Improvement  G-ramts. 

13  applications  were  received  during  the 
year  and  all  were  granted.  63  visits  were  made 
for  the  purpose  of  advising  owners,  inspecting 
following  applications,  supervision  of  work,  while 
in  progress  and  on  completion. 

Rent  Act.  1937 
Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

5 applications  were  received  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair  and  in  4 cases  notice  of  the  council 
intention  to  issue  a certificate  was  served  upon 
the  owner.  3 owners  submitted  Undertakings  to 
carry  out  the  work  specified  and  in  one  case  a 
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Certificate  of  Disrepaiir  was  issued  to  the  tenant. 

In  one  case  a Certificate  was  not  issued  due  to  the 
age  and  character  of  the  house. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act, 

319  inspections  of  premises  used  for  the 
preparation,  storage  or  sale  of  food  were  carried 
out,  85  contraventions  were  found  and  31  infonaal 
notices  issuea.  On  re- inspection  135 
contraventions  had  been  abated,  and  34  notices  fully 
complied  vrLtli. 

Ice-cream, 

There  are  10  premises  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice-cream,  all  use  tlie  '*cold  mix’* 
method. 

64  prardses  are  registered  for  tlie  sale  of 
ice-cream. 


33  inspections  have  been  made. 

8 samples  were  taken  for  bacteiiological 
examination  and  the  I'eports  showed  that  7 were 
G-rade  1 and  one  G-rade  4.  The  Grade  4 on 
re-samplin^i  was  Grade  1 . 

Preserved  Pood. 


41  precises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture 
ot'  preserved  food  (Sausages,  potted  and  pressed 
meats,  etc.)  and  13  ins^^ections  of  these  precises 
were  carried  out.

The  five  private  Slaughterhouses  continued 
operating  throughout  the  year  and  all  licences 
were  renewed  in  June. 

1927  visits  were  Liade  to  these  premises  during 
the  year  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  and  the 
carcases  and  offal  of  all  aniioals  killed  v^ere 
inspected. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat. 

All  meat  and  offal  condemned  is  sold  to 
Messrs. Beesons  Bros. Ltd,  of  Crewe,  and  the  firm 
undertake  the  collection  from  the  slaughterhouses 
on  the  Council's  behalf.  Expenses  are  deducted 
and  the  balance  is  paid  to  the  slaughterhouse 
occupiers . 

The  weights  of  meat  and  offal  are  shown  in 
the  tables. 

£274.  15s.  10d,  has  been  received  from 
Messrs. Beesons  Bros. Ltd. , and  paid  to  the 
slaughterhouse  occupiers. 

Deadweight  Certification  of  Pi&s. 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  the  Ministry 
of  i^riculture, Fisheries  and  Pood's  Patstock 
Guarantee  Scheme  for  deadweight  certification  of 
pigs  at  two  of  the  private  slaughterhouses  until 

February  17th. 

During  that  period  119  clean  pigs  were 
certified  under  the  provisions  of  the  scheme,  for 
which  the  Council  was  re-imbursed  £3.  9s.  6d.  from 
the  Ministry. 
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Tuberculosis  Order,  1938» 

No  animals  were  slaughtered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Order. 

Congenital  Tuberculosis  in  Calves. 

During  tlie  year  no  calf  carcases  were  found 
to  be  ai'fected  with  Congenital  Tuberculosis.
